C.R.A.P. is planning an informationa! 
picket line at Fruitridge and Power Inn 
Road on Tuesday, April 21, from 11 a.m. 
to 1 p.m. 

Targets of C.R.A.P. are threefold, first 
to stop the polluters, secondly to educate 
the people as to pollution sources, and 
thirdly to promote action to create a strong 
anti-pollution coalition in Sacramento 
County. 

The first objective of C.R.A.P. is to 
awaken people to the Proctor and Gamble 
Corp. plant here in Sacramento and the 
pollutants released into the environment 
by the firm. 

C.R.A.P. is a group of citizens who 
have organized to fight pollution, For

Crisis Line now under 
auspices of Ombudsman

Crisis Line, a friend in the middle 
of the night or the wee hours of the 
morning, whatever your problem, now is 
under the auspices of the Ombudsman’ s 
office. 

Previously Crisis Line was coordinated 
through the efforts of Don Juhl, recently 
involved in the new formed Aquarian 
House, until the beginning of the sprin 
semester. At that time, with the organi- 
zation fioundering because of lack of 
direction, Dr. Robert Donaldson, the SSC 
Ombudsman, approached the college for 
permission to incorporate the line within 
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his office. Approval was given and 
Crisis Line received a shot in the arm 
with the additional money available 
through the Ombudsman office. 

That was one of the major problems 
with Crisis Line, money. All the people 
who manned the lines were volunteers 
receiving only a thanks for their efforts. 
Now, through some juggling of budget 
priorities, Donaldson has been able to 
pay persons to handle the phones, Cui 
rently Crisis Line operates two lines 
from the middle of the morning to early 
evening. There are four people, including 
new director Joe Kirchner, who take the 
calls.

asked and received a place in the college’s 
1970-71 budget. The Associated Students 
has seen fit to allocate $2500 to comple- 
ment the $2500 put up by the Ombudsman’ s 
office for the remainder of this year. 
With the incorporation into the Ombuds- 
man’s office, Donaldson believes that 
Crisis Line will grow since his office 
ean act as a ‘“‘needed buffer between the 
college and a community who doesn’t 
particularly like that sort of thing.’’ 

The phone lines now located in the 
Student Union Building will be transferred 
next year to separate offices most likely 
adjacent to or within the Ombudsman’ s 
office. The operational capacity of Crisis 
Line is close to 40 hours per week with 
the four man work force. This situation 
could change, for as Donaldson pointed 
out, ‘‘the new developments means Crisis 
Line needs time to work itself into a 
smoothly coordinated operation.”’ “Crisis 
Line is accepted as an established part 
of Sacramento State College,’’ he con- 
tinued, ‘‘it is vitally important and must 
be maint2ined.”” How true that statement 
rings, for there is no other place on 
campus to go when you have a problem 
that needs talking about. Fora calming

the old orderliness could be restored and the familiar administrative 
model made operable again. Because of this, we have been concerned 
with rem dying the presumed campus crisis, rather than with de- 
velaping whatever new principles and stvle of governance may be 
actually appropriate Unfortunately, this persisting feeling of  risis 
in regard to our colleges and universisites has intensified the very 
conflicts with which higher education is finding it so difficult to cope

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lronical protests mark 
SF, UC demonstrations

From the peace-in at Davis 
and the anti-ROTC riots in 
Berkeley, tothe Civic Center peace 
demonstrations, the spectrum of 
anti-war protests spanned a range 
of events. 

The theme was supposed to be 
peace at San Francisco Civic Cen- 
ter on Wednesday, but each speaker 
had his own philosophy ranging 
from women’s liberation to violent 
overthrow of the government. The 
crowd seemed much more in- 
terested in the pot, wine and music 
and much of the time didn’t even 
bother to listen. The appearance 
of the musicians was the catalyst 
that could bring the crowd to life 
and from the reaction, each was 
better than the one before it. 

In contrast to the Berkeley 
clash, all was quiet. The police 
directed traffic and left the crowd 
contro! to the monitors. There 
was an announcement made that 
the famous S.F. Tac Squad was 
in the area but apparently they 
decided to stay well hidden since 
everyone was keeping really cool. 

By 5 p.m. much of the crowd 
had left apparently preparing for 
the later festivities, a street dance 
in the financial] district. The dance 
had to be the ultimate protest of 
the anti-establishment against big 
business. Hundreds of hip kids 
sitting on the marble steps of the 

-acific Coast Stock Exchange 
smoking pot is ironical. Occa- 
sionally a businessman would walk 
through the crowd and he seemed 
to fit in with the spirit of the 
people. On one occasion a lost 
executive was offered a bottle of 
wine which he accepted amidst a 
loud cheer from the people. He

Unaccepted limits 


The further reason the political dimension of academic governance 
remains largely unrecognized lies in the unwillingness of the opposing 
groups in our current campus polarities to accept the limits upon their 
aspirations that such recognition would imply. To admit that one is in- 
volved in a political situation is to concede the necessity of compromise 
and the possibility, indeed the likelihood, that one will not entirely have 
one’s own way. Yet it is precisely the relativeness and complexity of 
things that today’s militant constituencies in higher education are so 
reluctant to grant. The traditionalists among them want their views to 
be enforced through a system of academic governance that sees the 
college or university president analogously to a ship captainora 
corporation executive. The liberal advocates of faculty and student 
power demand some form of collegial governance, through which they 
hope to maximize their own power on campus and to present the most 
formidable front to the world outside. Both sides reject the give-and- 
take of the political model as implying a **sell out”’’ to their opposition 
and an allegedly too “‘unprincipled’’ role for the institution’s president. 
Neither appears to realize that by taking this categorical position it 1s 
making the utilization of a political model alithe more necessary. 

It should be added in this connection that the need for, as well as 
the resistance to recognition of the political nature of present-day 
academic governance are much intensified by the role that has come to 
be played in higher education by the news media. Because of their 
close coverage, every action or statement by any one of the parties 
involved in the current campus polarities is almost immediately known 
to the rest. No issue can therefore be dealt with in and of itself. Each 
quickly assumes the proportions of a public drama and triggers the full 
range of mass emotions. 

In the long-run, it is true, the effects of this publicity are likely to 
prove beneficial. The community will develop a fuller understanding of 
the complexities of the campus And people on campus will better 
understand the concerns of the community. Inthe short-term, however, 
and especially for the president of the institution, the result is anything 
but facilitative. He can no longer keep issues in abeyance or resolve 
them in confidence. He is no longer free to pick his own time and place 
for his decisions. He is expected to explain his actions at news con- 
ferences and before television cameras. And he may at times be made 
to appear a symbol of the very problems he is attempting to solve.

term, These figures dramatically 
emphasize California’s rapid pop- 
ulation growth, For those who wish 
to work out the mathematical per- 
centages, Sacramento State opened 
its doors in the fall of 1947 with

a total enrollment of 200 students, 


Administrators feel that the 
great influx of students to the 
state coliege system is due mainly 
to transfers from the junior col- 
lege systems. This will result 
in an increase in upper division 
enrollment of about 18,400 at the 
end of ten years compered with 
the current figure of 8,275. Grad- 
uate enrollment is alsoexpected to 
jump from its present figure of 
3,579 to over 6,000 in the next 
decade, Oddly enough, the lower 
divisicn enrollment will be least 
affected and projected figures show 
an increase of only about 1,000 
by the year 1980.
